The long-talked of “ calico-ball ” at To- 
ronto {Canada) h.TS come off with si"nal 
luceesai .^ntrary to the expectation of 
numbers, -in whose mind “price makes 
quality," it is repotted that the fair guests 
never looked more bewitchingly dressed 
than in the homely fabric calico. Although 
the material was strictly enforced, no limit 
was placed on the fashion of the costume, 
eonsequently the combination of colours 
and adaptation of patterns were studied to 
produce the most genuine effect. All will 
understand that the absence of .silk and 
satin was no drawback to the charm of tho 
scene. The precedent of the above calico 
ball might be turned to good account in 
circles where many young people are pre- 
vented from accepting invitations and giv- 
ing dancing-parties on account of the sup- 
posed costliness of befitting dress. 

A barbarous murder of a -woman has 
been perpetrated in Finsbury. The pro- 
prietor of a hotel in Christopher-street em- 
ployed as night-porter a Swiss named Jacob 
Spinaz, 23 years of age. On January 14 
this man was absent without leave, and at 
half.past one on the following nioriiin'r he 
Was let in by a fellow-servant. About four 
hours afterwards the body of a loose woman 
Was discovered in the kitchen, tho head 
and face having been battered in such a 
manner as to render the features scarcely 
distinguishable. Empty wine bottles and 
a heavy metal candlestick were the instru- 
ments with which the murderer had com- 
pleted his fearful work, Spinaz, who gave 
an incoherent account of the occurrence, 
was at once arrested ; and the constable 
who took the prisoner into onstody stated 
that be found the prisoner with hia clothes 
covered with blood, and his handkerchief 
completely saturated. When told ho w.ss 
charged with murder, he replied that ho 
thought there was n thief in the house, 
and he battled with her till the lights 
MTUe, when he found she was dead. °On 
ill, (anuatf 17 the deceased young woman 
, was identified as Cecilia Aldridge. The 
jury returned a verdict <rf “ wilful murder” 
*S»insl the prisoner. 



Agrrarian Outraga in Ireland. 

On January 1, Mr Cwtty, a farmer, was 
shot at near Baliincove, county Mayo, 
vrhile returning on a car from the fair at 
‘Westport. Some of his hair was shot off 
tho top of his head, and tho crown of hia 
hat was blown away. The assassin, who 
was inside a hedge, walkeil coolly off. 

: A ehopkeoper named Walshe, residing 
in Shi'ule, a small town about ten miles 
from Tuam, was fired at tho same day, 
when returning from the market in the 
lutter town, A man came up to him when 
about half a mile from Tuam, and putting 
a pistol against Walshe’s stomach, tired, 
and lodged the bell in the poor man’s body. 
Tho two men who were on the car let the 
villain escape. The reason — still believed 
to be the true one — for this desperate at- 
tack is, that he was a very large dealer in 
eggs. As he had a great command of 
money, he was able to take a great deal of 
the trade out of other de-alors' hands, and, 
in consequence, there was a great deal of 
ill-feeling against him. His life had been 
threatened before, and he hud protection 
from the Government. It is reported that 
he raised the price of eggs to 1 Jd each, and 
that it was to got rid of so formidable a 
rival he -was shot. No arrest has been 
made, nor does it seem likely that anyone 
will he made amenable, aa the man himself 
said the night was so dark that he would 
not be able to identify tho person who 
sliot him. He haa since expired. 

On January 15, a man named Higgins, 
residing at Swiueford, county Mayo, was 
dragged out of bed by an armed party, who 

combed’’ and “ carded” his face and other 
parts of hia body, lacerating him severely, 
because he offei-ed to take some land from 
which tenants were to be evicted. 

Tlireatening letters continue to spread 
alarm in the county of Meath, and other 
parts of the country. — On January 16, a 
meeting was held of the Protestant inhabi- 
tants of Drutndruff, county Fermanagh, to 
express sympathy with two men who had 
received threatening letters, although they 
are neither landlords, agents, nor bailiffs. 
The conduct of the writer was denounced 
in indignant terms, and aresolution adopted

'DEPUTATIOH TO THE SUPBHmTEitDXKT, 
Tifaer, March !G.) 

Yesterday afternoon, a deputation, con- 
sisting of Mr Birch, Mayer of Dunedin, 
Captain Frgser, Captain M'Kenzie, Mr J. 
C. Brown, Mr J. Millar, M.P.C., 

Mr J. SU>bald, M.P.C., and Messrs Bath- 
gate, Griffen, De Carle, Feraud, and Har- 
ffing, had an interview with hU Honor the 
Superintendent, to show tho necessity of 
steps being taken to obtain a supply of 
water sufficient to work tlie Cromwell 
reefs. 

Mr Feraud,. J.P., and late Mayor of 
Clyde, said that in addressing his Honor 
upon the necessity which existed for the 
estabUshment of some permanent system 
of water supply on the gold-fields ' of tho 
colony, he wished it to be understood that 
he did so at the ' express wish of persons 
connected with the several mining claims 
recently opened at Bendigo Gully, which, 
as appeared from recent discoveries, con- 
tained the richest deposit of gold-bearing 
quartz-reef probably in the world, and cer- 
tainly the richest in New Zealand. The 
district, -which was of a largely gold-bearing 
character, had been.but recently discovered, 
yet, notwithstanding this, six separate 
leads of quartz-reefs were being worked, 
independent of which there -svere numerous 
ground-sluicing claims very rich in auri- 
ferous deposits, and which would yield large 
returns to competent raeni if water in 
abundance could be had. He had paid the 
present visit to Dunedin on the part of 
the mining interests, with the view of lay- 
ing the matter before His Honor and the 
Government The country for miles round 
was, for a high altitude like Bendigo, com- 
paratively destitute of a constant supply of 
water ; in fact, the machinei-y already there 
was idle, because of the insuffieient supply 
of water, and, unless, steps were taken by 
the Government to remedy the evil, the 
province would suffer largely in the loss of 
gold revenue, and revenue arising from the 
consumption of taxable goods required by 
a large mining population. He had no 
hesitation in stating that if a sufficient

Something like a Nugget 

A correspondent, writing from San Fiwn- 
cisoo lately, says ; — “ Several days since 
quite a little excitement was created among 
our quartz minera by the discovery of a 
* pocket’ of unusual richness in a new 
quartz mining claim in Sierra Country, 
California, near Sierra Buttes. Such 
pockets are not nnfrequently found near 
the surface in partially decomposed quartz, 
but are sehlom so rich aa tliis has 0 |>ened. 
Many have been found near Grass Valley, 
Nevada Country, and one yras diicovered a 
few years since on tho summit of a hill 
near the Catholic school in the city of 
Grass Valley, from which the owner took 
a wlieelbivrrow load in a few days His 
‘ streak of luck’ was against him; however, 
for he went mad, and I belie.Ve died in an 
insane asylum. Subsequently, a pocket 
from whence over 18,000 dels, was quickly 
taken was discovered in the Dromedary 
Mine of Wolf Creek, in the city of Grass 
Valley, and another from -which 500 dols. 
was realised was found near the surface, 
on the oppoeithe side the creek, where 
the quarry mine, now known as the Gar- 
den City Aline^ is located. This last 
pocket, however, eclipses them all. A few 
years ago a placer mine was located below 
the Sierra Buttes Quartz Mine, in Sierra 
Country, from the surface dirt of which 
5000 dols. was washed. When the ‘bed 
rock’ was reached the claim Was supposed 
to have been worked out, and was aban- 
doned. Recently the ground -was ‘ located' 
as a quartz claim by a party of four men, 
who pioceeded to run an incline do vu on 
the vein. At the depth of 30 feet they 
came upon an immense deposit of porous 
gold, -like a lava in its formation. The 
first mass or nugget that -was got out 
weighed 1401b. avoirdupois; but in prying 
it up -with crowbars 341b. were detached, 
and the 'chispa' now weighs only 1061b. 
It is of course granulated gold, 925.1000 
fine, and worth as it now stands, $24,000 
in coin. I saw it a few minutes since, 
and can fairly say I never saw its equal, 
and never expect to see it again. The 
migget is about 20 inches long, 10 inches 
in thickness, and about 6 to 10 inches 
broad. It was lying in a tub of diluted 
sulphuric acid to clean it, and make it 
bright. There is hardly a pound of foreign 
matter in the ‘ ciiispa,’ and it is literally a 
back-load of gold in a single lump. The 
men have taken out no less than 70,000 
dollars already, and have not yet ‘ touched 
bottom.’ Forty thousand of this was the 
result of two men’s work in two days. 
Tho owners of the claim are 'William A. 
Farish and Co.”

suits arising from an increase in the num- 
ber of the population and in the gold re- 
turns would neore than equal the most 
prosperous days of the old Dunstan, and 
exceed the escort returns from the rich 
Tuapeka Blue Spur,inines. His convic- 
tion was that quite 5000 or 6000 miners 
could find profitable employment in the 
BeSdigo Gully district for twenty, and 
perhaps fifty, years to come. He need 
soaroely mention to his Honor, and the 
gentlemen composing the deputation, who 
were as well able to judge of the working 
of gold-fields as himself, that 5000 success- 
ful miners would require a population of 
at least three times their number, including 
their families, storekeepers, skilled artisans, 
and professional men ; and it would there- 
fore be seen that by rendering the assist- 
ance which the deputation now asked at 
the hands of Government, a settled popu- 
lation of 15,000 persons would in all pro- 
bability be soon settled in the neigbour- 
liood. That being the ease, he thought it 
was not too .much to say that it was in- 
cumbent upon tho Government to look at 
the matter as statesmen an<l in a busiuess- 
like way, and render all the assistance in 
their power. He saw no difficulty in the 
Government obtaining power from the 
General Assembly to allocate the revenue 
now received from the pastoral tenant of 
the run on which Bendigo -was situated. 
The rent, he believed, amouted to upwards 
of £2000 annually. If that amount was 
set aside as a guarantee to secure to the 
capitalists interest upon their shiirey at the 
rate of 8 per cent, be had no doubt that 
from £20,000 to £25,000 would be placed 
at once in the hands of a company, who 
would undertake to furnish a superabun- 
dant supply of water from the Lindis. 
That, he believed, would be the proper 
river, but it could only be tested and con- 
firmed by a proper survey and report from 
a thoroughly qualified hydraulic engineer, 
who had already had experience in connec- 
tion with similar work upon an extensive 
scale, such os the able and exhaustive re- 
port which tho Government published some 
two years ago upon the water supply to 
the Blue Spur district, which, if his memory 
served him right, was drawn -up by Mr 
John Mill.ar, civil engineer. That report 
he had read with pleasure, and from it he 
had derived much information. If they 
had a similar report framed, and able hy- 
draulio advice, whex-eby they could indi- 
cate to a company the best means of sup- 
plying from fifty to sixty heads of water, 
confined to a single claim, he was sixtisfied 
that tho capitiil could bo obtained if guaran- 
teed by the Goverinent, thus establishing 
confidence in tlie firat instance. He did 
not think any payment would ever be re- 
quired from Government, as he had no 
xloxxbt that the enterprise would ultimately 
pay 1 5 per cent. His Honor might ask why 
a guarantee was required ; he would reply, 
so many persons suffered two years ago by 
visionary schemes being foist^ upon the 
market, that everything in thw shape of 
mining enterprise was looked upon with 
suspicion, consequently a gurrantee was 
simply required to restore confidence. 
Touching the baiia ji<let of tho Bendigo 
mines, ho wished to mention that on Mr 
Warden Pyke'.s visiting T-ogtxn's reef some 



time ago, ho observed a large amount of 
mining stuff which had nm out to waste, 
and was informed by Mr Logan that it 
was useless, and contained no gold. But 
Mr Pyko, who had had Victorian oxpori- 
enco, looked upon the spoil as being of 
some value, and requested that he might 
ho furnished with a apecimeii picked imlis- 
di'iminately from the heap ; that was dons, 
and the siiccininn was forwardexl to Dr 
HebtorJ the Colonial Geologist, for nnalysh- 
tion. Dr Hector reported it us being 
mica schist, intermixed with quartz, and 
containing gold at the rate of from 35 to 
40ozs to tho ton, He (Mr Feraud) there- 
fore thought it was not too much to ex- 
pect that fabulous returns .would yet 
be obtained in tho neighbourhood for 
which water supply was now sought to be 
obtained. Every Ht of gi'bimd from Lo- 
gan's reef j to the Creek was auriferous for- 
a distance of nine or ten miles, from the 
point of Logan’s reef down to Quartz Reef 
Gully. Under the circumstances ho trusted 
that bis Honor would give tho naatter his 
best attention and support- 

His Honor explained that the object of 
the deputation had been pretty well an- 
ticipated by the Provincial Council, which 
adopted tlie following resolution on the 
23rd December last ; — 

l«t.— “That -with a view to develop the auri- 
ferous reiourees of tho province, and in order to 
ensure a supply of water at all seasons and ou 
reasonable terms, this Oouncil is of opinion that 
it is desirable to eucourajo the ooustruction oi 
water-races and reservoira on the various gold- 
iielils, by moms of a gusranteo on the capital 
inrosted in sneh undortakiiige.'' 

2ud,— "That hia. Honor the Superintendent 
be requested to introduce a Bill at the first ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, empowering the 
Provincial Government to guarantee intersst at 
a rate not exceeding eight per cent, per annum 
on any sum or suras which may be expended on 
tho ceuatraetion of reservoirs and water-races on 
tho various gold-fields throughout the province ; 
and also pi-oviding that an additional sum of 
three per cent, on tho amount expendod should 
be set aside as a fund for the purposo of pur- 
chasing the works, at a fair valontion, so soon 
aa a suffioient fund has accumulated for that 
purpose .- provided such work shall be undertaken 
under agreement with, and completed to the 
sntiafactiou of, tho Provincial Executive, and 
that tho Government shall have the power to 
fix, from time to time, the scale of charges for 
the supply of water ; the amount on which inte- 
rest to be guaranteed as aforesaid not to exceed 
tho sum of £100,000.

Several of the members of the depntatli>u 
adjourned to one of the uommitteo i-ooins 
of the Provincial Council, and the follow- 
ing resolution, which was Bubmitted by 
Mr Bathgate, was agreed to : — 

“ That it is necessary that notion be taken to 
secure a portion of the revenue of the provinuo 
being applied to the purpose of bringing in a 
Sup^y of water for the (levelopment of the ex- 
traordinary auriferous resources in Bendigo Gully 
and neighuorhood, either by the Government 
undertaking the works, or by a pubbe guarantee 
being alforiled on the required capital ; that ths 
following gentlemen be appointed a comniiltee 
to carry into effect the foregoing resolution, with 
power to add to theie number, and that Captain 
rrsaer be appointed cDuvouer, — -viz., .Messrs T. 
Biroh, Mayor of Bunodin, Captain Fraser, Cap- 
tain M'Kenzie, J. Millar, J. D. Forand, J. Batn- 

f ate, E. De Carle, J. Hardiog, J. fiibbaltl, and 
. Grifteu.” 



Miscellaneous Extracts. 



An Act bas been prepared for introduction 
into the General Assembly during the next 
session, to give effect to the foregoing reso- 
lutions. He regretted that the sum had 
been limited to £100 000, because be be- 
lieved that a larger sum might be advan- 
tageously e.xpended in the province. The 
memliera of the Government, as well as 
himself, would do #11 in their power to 
give the resolution the force of law. It 
was necessary that influence should bo 
brought to bear pn members of the Gene- 
ral' Assembly, and with every representa- 
tive in this province it should bo a si/ie qva 
non. It had been a question in bis mind 
whether they should not have gone in for 
a loan, but it was thought it would be 
better to go in for a guarantee. 

Captain Fraser suggested the advisability 
of getting a properly qualified person to 
report upon the probable richness and per- 
manency of the Bendigo reefs. 

Hia Honor replied that the Goveininent 
had receivetl a letter from the Chief Secre- 
tary of Victoria, by whom a competent 
mining surveyor had been recommended, 
and they were in correspondence to secure 
his services to report upon tho auriferous 
resources of the province. 

Captain Fraser said they bad great faith 
in the Bendigo reefs, and would be glad 
to have such a report as soon as possible. 

Mr Millar presumed there was nothing 
to hinder tlie amount specified in the reso- 
lution being supplemented if considered 
necessary. 

His Honor said the whole difficulty lay 
with the General Assembly. 

Mr Millar : But this being a reproduc- 
tive work, I should not think the Assembly 
could set its face against it 

Mr Bathgate said that unfortunately the 
Assembly did not lake much notice of 
Otago. 

His Honor said that if we were only 
left to ourselves there would bo no diffi- 
culty in the matter. However, he thought 
it would be as well that it should he known 
on the gold-fields that it was not the Pro- 
vinsiai Government who w ere standing in 
the way of this great undertaking. If the 
other members would do so, ho should be 
inolihed to advocate the repealing of the 
Publio Revenues Act, and then they 
would not have to go to the Assembly. 

Captain Fraser ; Dunediu, ns well as 
the gold-fields, would . be lienefited by the 
enn-ying out of such a sclieino as this. 

Mr De Carle endorsed the remarks of 
Captain Fraser, and confirmed Mr Feraud's 
report .18 to the richness of the locality 
referred to. He had visited it only lately’, 
nnd was convinced there was plenty of 
gold, if there were only moans to obtain 
it A week ago the Aurora reef was 
nearly at a stand-still for want of water. 
Only four head of stampers could be kept 
going, and it Was anticipated that in a 
fortnight tliey must stop. He believed 
tiici-e were hundreds of ton.s of stone on 
the gi-ass without means of getting it 
crushed. If the means to obtain tho gold 
were furnished, labor could bo employed. 



Messrs C. Koopmamichap and Co., lha 
great importers of Chiuamon, New York, 
have contracted with the Texas Land Com-, 
pany to supply them with 6000 , Chinwo 
laborers, or emigrants, to be employed 
upon their lands, which are situated along 
the lino of the Houston Central and Rcil 
River Railroad. Tho company intend to 
establish towns and settlonients along the 
line of the railroad, and they will give to 
each Chinaman who will locate Jiimself 
perumnently in Texas, 20 acrea of good 
tillable land. 

A correspondent of tho Sydney Montin^ 
Herald gives the following prescrijition as 
a certain cure for drunkenness : — Sulphate 
of iron, 5 grains; magnesia, 10 grains; 
peppermint water, 11 drachms; spirits of 
nutmeg, i drachm. One tablcspoonful in 
a wineglass of water twice a day. If the 
love of intoxicating liquor has entwined 
your very vitals, strictly adhere to tho 
above prescription, and not only the prac- 
tice, but the very inclination for strong 
drink will subside in a short time. 

A coal-pit at Dundyvan, near Glasgow, 
has been the scene of one of those disaster* 
to which miners are so frequently exposed, 
but fortunately in this orso the prompt 
means taken for the rescue of the won 
were oomjiletely successrul. About threo 
o’clock ou January 15, there were five men 
and a boy working in the loivest or iron- 
stone seam, and a number more in the 
higher or main coal. Suddenly the roof at 
the door-heads of the lowest seam, and » 
muss of atones nnd rubbish from the shaft, 
for a distance of fully fourteen fathoms up, 
fell down with a crash, burying the six 
persons below, smashing the cage then at 
the bottom, and cutting off all niean-s oi 
communication with the lower sliaft for 
the time being. With all speed a long and 
slanting narrow hole was made through 
the rubbish, and the men were carefuliv 
drawn up about one o’clock next morning. 
One of tho workmen was severely injured 
by the falling rubbish, having sustained a 
severe fracture of the ribs, and other inter- 
nal injuries. 

, At a meeting held at Scott’s Hotel, Mbl- 
bourno, on the 10th inst., relative to tho 
presentation of a testimonial to Professor 
Halford for his discovery of the efficacy of 
ammonia, when injected into the veins, as 
an antidote for snake-bite, some entirely 
new theories as to its probable uses in eases 
of blood-poisoning and other diseases were 
advanced by some of the speakers. Ex- 
tracts were read from tho Laiicsi, in which 
it was shown that the remedy had been 
employed with great success in England 
in a case of puerper.al fever, and in a case 
of poisoning by swallowing an aconite lo- 
tion. In the latter case it w.os stated thst 
death had “occurred at the heart,” but 
upon ammonia being injected into tho 
veins, the patient rajiidly recovered. It 
had been suggested by Dr Kichai-ilson, of 
London, that this remedy may bo ad van. 
tageously used in eases of iiydrophobk, and 
Dr Wooldridge advanced the opinion that 
in cases -where death whs taking jilaca 
through an overdose of chloroform, the in- 
jection of ammonia would have the offect 
of counteracting the ])oi.souous inlluence of 
the drug ; mid, in aupportof liis atatement, 
said tliat Professor Halford, in the course

The old man's countenance fell, There 
vas a visil>lG stn^ggle of feeling within | 
hirn. Ilia lip quiver.jd, and he dashed hia | 
lirowTi hand suddenly across his eyes, o.s if I 
to conceal a tear ; but, quickly recovering |

Wiyve in my own existence.”

1 was among the earliest settlers in 
this ]>art of the country. I had just com- 
pleted my education at Harvard, when I

Fftters of existence. The old mas watched 



my countenance intently os I surveyed the 
image of his early love. 

“ She must have been very beautiful,” 
1 said, us I ratnrned the picturOi 

" Beautiful I” he repeated ; "you may 
well say so. But this avails nothing. I 
have a fearful story to tell — would to 
heaven I had not sttempted it. But 1 will 
go on. My heart hue been too often 
stretched on the rack of memory to suffer 
any new pang. 

"We had resided in the new country 
nearly a year. Our settlement hurl in- 
creased rapitlly, and the comforts and deli- 
cacies of life were beginning to be folt after 
the weary privations and severe trials to 
which we h.-ul boeti subjected, Thn rod 
men wei-e few and feeble, and did not 
molest us.

The Indians often told \is fright- 
ful stones of the snake and its powers of 
fiscination ; and although they wore gene- 
rally believed, yet, for myself, I confess I 
was rather amused than convinced by their 
marvellous legends. 

" In one of mj hunting excursions, on 
a fine morning — it was just ut this time 
of tbe year — T waa accompanied by my 
wife. ’Twos a beautiful morning. Tbe 
aunahine was warm, hut the atmosphere 
was perfectly clear; and a flue breeze from 
the north-west shook the bright green 
leaves which clothed to profusion the 
wreathing branches over us. I had le.ft 
my companioa for a short time in pursuit 
of game, and in climbing a rugged ledge 
of rocks, interspersed with shrubs and 
dwarfish treo-s, I was startled by a quick, 
grating rattle. I looked forward. On the 
edge of a loosened rock lay a large rattle- 
snake, coiling himself as if for the deadly 
spring. Ue was within a few feet of me, 
and 1 paused for an instant to survey him. 
1 know not why, but I stood still, and 
looked at the deadly serpent with a strange 
fl^jling of curiosity. Suddenly he unwound 
hi^ cod, as if relenting from his purpose of 
hostility, and raising his he;\d, he fixed hia 
bright, fiery eye directly on my own. A 
chilling and indescribable sensation, totally 
different from anything I Jiad before ex- 
perienced, followed this movement of the 
serpent; but I stood still and giiz?d steodilv 
and earnestly, for at that moment there 
was a visible change in tlie reptile. His 
form seemed to grow larger and his colons 
brighter; his body moved with a slow, 
almost imperceptible motion towards me ; 
And & low hum of music came from him, 
Or at Iciist it sounded in my ear like a 
strange, sweet melody, f.xiut hr th.it which 
mr.lts from the throat of the humming 
bird. Then the tints glowed, like tlie 
changes of a beautiful kaleidoscope: grc*n, 
purple, and gold — until I lost sight of the 
a-jrpeut altogctlier, and saw only a wild 
arid curiously-woven circle of strani-e 
colo“s, qai%'e.nng around me, lice an /t- 
mospliere of rainbows. I seemo I in. the 
centre of a great prism— a world of niy 3 .,e- 
rions colors, in tints varied and darkeir^d 
and lighted up agLiin, around me ; and the 
low music went on without ceasing, until 
my brain reeled, and fjiir, for the first 
time, ca-iir over me. The new s^nsition 
gained upon mo, and I could feel the cold 
perspiration gushing from my brow. I h id 
no oertiiuty of danger in my mind, no de- 
finite idgivs of peril — all was vague and 
clondod. Ilka the unaccoiuitable terrors of 
A dream ; and yet my limbs shook, and C 
fancied I could fuel the blood stiffi^ning as 
it passed along my veins. I would have 
given worlds to liave been able to tear 
myself from the spot. I even attempted 
to do so, but the body obeyed not the im- 
pulaa of the mind — not a muscle stirred, 
and I stood still, as if my feet had grown 
to the RoUd rock, with the infernal music 
of the tempter in my ear, and the balefu] 
colorings of hia enchantment before me. 

“Suddenly a new sound came on my 
ear. It was a human voice, but it seemed 
strange and awful. Ag.ain and again, but 
[ stirred not ; and then a white form 
r»\she<J before me and grasped my ariu. 
The horrible spell was at once hv::ken. 
The strange colors passed from befoi-e my 
vision. The rattlesnake was coiling at 
my feet, with glowing eyes and uplifted 
fiiiigs ; and my wife was clinging in, terror 
upon ms.

" Then it was that a fueling of midness 
came upon me, and when I saw the foul 
serpent stealing away from hia work, reck- 
les.s of danger, I sprang forward and crushed 
him under my feet, grinding him iqxjn the 
rugged rock. The groans of my poor wife 
DOW recalled me to her side, and to the 
dreadful reality of her situation. Tliei’e 
wa.s a dark livid spot on her hand, and 
it deepened as I led her away, W© were 
at a consideruble distance from any dwel- 
ling ; and after wandering far a sljort time 
the pain of her wound became unendurahlu 
to my wife, and she fainted away in niv 
arms. Weak and exhausted as i was, I 
yet hjid strength enough left to carry her 
to the nearest rivulet, and batlje her brow 
in the cool water. She partially mrnvernd, 
and »it down upon the bank, wliile 1 «tip- 



ported her head npem my bosom. Hour j 
after hour phased, und no»\o cume near us ; I 
and there, alone in tho great v ildBruesa, | 
I watched over her, und prayed with her, I 
and she died T i 

Tlte oh! man groaned uudihly us he ut- 
tored these words, end as ho closed Iits 
long bony hands over his eyes, I could see 
tho tears falling thickly through his gaunt 
fingers. After a monjentury struggle with 
his feelings, he lifted hi.s lioatl onoe am re, 
Rnd tliero was a, fierce light in his eyes as 
he spoko : — - ~ 

“But T luivB had my revenge. From 
that fatal moment T have felt mysell fitted 
and set Hpait, by the terrible ordoal of 
aflUctlon, to rid the place of my nbodc of 
its foulest curse. And I have wcIl-nigh 
succeeded. The fascinating demons are 
already fow and fKDwerless." 

Years hay© pxs,scd sine© my interview 
with the rattlesnake hunter ; the place of 
bis abode hia changed — a beautiful village 
rises near the spot of conferpnae, and_the 
grass of the churchyard is green over the 
grave of the old hunter. But his story is 
fixed Upon my mind, and TinjB, like siia 
tnel, only burns deeper the first impression. 
It cornea up before ma like a vividly- 
romeiubered dream, whose features are too 
terrible for reality. 

Raising of a British Prigata. 

The P/uUidelpAia Pose reports the rais- 
ing of the wri’ick of the British frigate the 
Augusta, which hivs l.iin imbedded in the 
mud since the year 1777, under ihe follow- 
ing circumstances Previous to the 20th 
of October, 17 r7, the British vessels lioe- 
biick, of 4i guns, and Merlin, of 18 guns, 
and a galley of 3 guns were blockading tbe 
Delaware Hiver, and gradually approaching 
Philadelphia. At that time the Americans 
had but two veRSils — the W.isp and the 
Lexington— in that vicinity, and neither 
of them was equal in strength to their ad- 
versaries. To prevent the British ships 
reaching the city, a fort wa.s erected on the 
Jersey shore, and a cA(r>j:iux-dei/}'-^s so con- 
btnicted that the vessels could not pa.s .=5 be- 
yond it. On the 2hth of October the British 
made an attack on the fertificatiuns, but 
were re|)ulscd by means of lire-bhips. On 
the 22nd of Ootol>er, the Britiah weie re- 
inforced by the arrival of tlie Angus la, ear- 
rying sixtj’-foui guns. They m ule a se- 
cond attack, b\it, afier A long fight, wore 
driven off, imd tho August i, being of an 
unwieldy nature, grouiidod. When the 
AmiTlcaiis disjovered thi% they opened 
tire on her with hot shot, and set her on 
tire in seve-a' pluj. s. 150 of the 310 men 
who coinpi^seLl her crew being either 
drowned or bunied. Two year.-i ago a 
party of five men detenniued on an at- 
tecn[jt to raise the wreck, supposing tbero 
w.is in the hold a quantity of spenie. Tiipy 
have succeodccl in moving her up hr far as 
Gloucester ; and h.ive iihuady recovered a 
I tiumlu-r of I’idica, among t)io:n a lot of stei’- 
ling silver «]:oons, ui trkcd “ II. V/., 174S,” 
with a coat of arms. cDusIsting of iin an- 
cL?Qt sh qi3:l cros.=i ; an old English bull’s- 
j eye wat-c.U ; scven-guiTiea [jiecca hearing tlic 
vigaotto of George III., and with cl.vt' s 
r luging from l?G.)tol770 ; some Spanish 
silver dollars ; three guns of heavy ca'ibre; 
about sixty ton.? weight of balls ; ar.d a boi.t | 
100 tons of Kentlldgc iron, which h:ul evi- 
dently been uRSil a-? ballast. Tiioiron is in 
square pigs, and bears the old EuglLsh 
br.uul — the arrow Jioad. Three human 
siculU have also been found, one romark- 
iihle for its thioknysR. ThsrohasaUo b»on 
found a small p\ece or strip of coppsr, 
about 3in. in longth, and lin. in thickness, 
upon which is stamped tixft Lord's prayer, 
with the worrU “ D ivid Pvi^th, Delt. and 
Cslt,, Edinburgh, Marcli, 1774,” the Ictter- 
iug being all in capitals. The vessel had 
been constructed of fash oak, and joined 
together with trunnoU of the same imite- 
rial, not iv single metal bolt being used. 
The timber is pronounced as good to-cUy 
as when put together. On referring to the 
j’ecurrls of the time, it will be found tJiat on 
,the destruction of the Augusta, mentioned 
in the PAi'acli'pAuc Pont., the greater part : 
of the officeps and crow of tho ill-fated ves- 
sol were saved, but the second licutenaiit, 
chaplain, and gunner, with qo inoonsider- 
ahlc number of tho tuon on board, peidyhcil. 

Shocking Murder at Galicia. 

Five Jew.s, named Jloass Schneider, 
l^Icyer Brecker, Abraham Sobneir, and 
Moses Fulrhninn, have just \>een tried for 
the murder of Abrahiiin Feklmann, son of 
the lati-'t*, lib T-iniopool, in C4a!icia. The 
dGcea-swl hud made an olT^r of marriage to 
a Chidatian girl, and she had accepted him 
on his promising to become a Christ an 
aUo, Having hoard of this procnisj, t.:c 
accused men assembled in the house of 
Moses FMdmann and warmly upbraided 
young Feldnianu for his apostaoy. TIib 
latter, however, rumained obstinate, and 
during thp altercation the father threw a 
sling rope round his nook, and. along with 
t!ie other mon, pnlleil it until he wa.s deail, 
Hannali FcMmann, the mother of the dc- 
oiased, who was absent ut tho time, showed 
much grief at tlio dc\th of hor son, hut whs 
R iion pacified by her husb.uid roprosenting 
tho niunler as a religious sacrifice, and 
]>:tsserl the re.st of the ijvmiing with him in 
prayer. Tho caso was c^eArly jirovcd >\g linat 
the prisoners ; ami Mooes Fuldmunn and 
Meyer Breeher wore .sentencccl to bo 
hangi^d, und t.ho other throe to ten ye.ars’ 
jmprlKOnmi-nt with h^rd laVir.
